The govern- 
ment of the United States would deem 
itself discredited if it had any sel'lsh 
or ulterior purpose in tranactious 
where the peace, happiness and pro- 
perity of a whole people are involved.

where there is civil strife and a whole 
country is upset. We should earnest- 
ly urge all Americans to leave Mexico 
at once, and .should u.->siot them to .get 
away in every way possible—not be- 
cause we would moan to slacken in 
the least our efforts to safeguard their 
lives and tlu-ir interests, but because 
it is imperative that they -should take 
no unueces&ury risks when it is physi- 
cally po.-oiblp for them to leave the 
country. 


"AVe should let everyone who as- 


sumes to exercise authority in any 
part of Mexico, know in the most un- 
equivocal way that we shall vigi- 
lantly watch the fortunes of those 
Americans who cannot get away, and 
shall hold those responsible for their 
sufferings and losses to a

reckoning. That can be and will be 
made plain beyond the possibility of 
a misunderstanding. 


"For the rest, I deem it my duty 


to exercise the authority conferred 
upon me by the law of March 14, 1912, 
to see to it that neither side to the 
struggle now going on in Mexico re- 
ceive any assistance from this side 
of the border. I shall follow the best 
practice of nations in the matter of 
neutrality by forbidding the exporta-

The chief thing 


TO keep up the Zaner method is that 
it leases the work easier. J -was told 
TIC: long ago that out of the many 


ground school opened on the 23rd of 
June and was open for enrollment un- 
til the middle of July. Children from 
the age of two to sixteen were enrolled. 
We have a schedule of work which en- 
ables us to know just what to do and 
what to accomplish in that time. We 
practice games in the morning be- 
cause the afternoon heat is not suit- 
able for such occupation. The child- 
ren are supposed to learn the games 
played there in order that they might 
be quicker to observe. They must be- 
have just as in school and are liable to 
punishment for misconduct. The morn- 
ing session lasts from ten to twelve 
o'clock, the 
afternoon session com- 


mences at one and dismisses at five 
and tnen at six tn^y return for the 
evening period which lasts until eight. 


Children from the age of seven to 


sixteen are taugh embroidering and 
raffia work. One boy nine. years of 
age had a centerpiece of his own work 
on which he displayed nearly every 
stitch he had been taught that term. 
The children are allowed to work on 
their own ideas, and show great inge- 
nuity by their various tastes. 
After 


sewing class ring games are played 
and all are allowed to join in the sport. 
When this merriment is over we go 
home to supper. The evening period 
is taken up with rvinging. 
Three 


kinds are provided for them; children 
too small to be left alone on an open 
swing are put in closed swings, the 
next size children have chain swings 
and for the oldest children there has 
been 
provided the regular swings. 


\Vhen time can be spared the teachers 
push those who are not able to do for 
themselves, but when this is impossi- 
ble the larger children help us out in 
this work. 


A sand pile is on" of the interesting 


occupations for thrm: at this place 
some build volcanoes and are allowed 
to burn paper in order to produce 
smoke and make them more natural, 
others delight in making caves. Here 
too the older children help to amuse 
uie little ones. When they grow tired 
of this sport we tell them stories, in- 
cluding historical sketches and fairy- 
tales. Thus it is shown how the child- 
ren are well taken care of and pro- 
tected from the contagion of the street 
The location is most appropriate and 
healthy for them. 


Romper Day is an exhibition-of all 


rhat has been accomplished during the 
term. Supervisors come once a week 
and visit the playground in order to 
see that it is conducted properly. Visi- 
ting day allows all to see what the 
children have been doing and where 
they have been going. One other im- 
portant thing taught in this school is 
swimming lessons. The strokes are all 
taught on the ground including the 
act and method of saving a drowning 
person. They then are prepared for 
any emergency, 


You can now see what an advantage 


it is to have these grounds, the chil- 
dren are safe, the parents convinced 
that their children are riot in unknown 
districts. Then, too, the children are 
kept in touch with work and all the 
more anxious to pursue their studies 
in the regular school, for their brains 
have not been allowed to remain idle.

History Made by a Postage Stamp. 
A postage stamp which played a part 


in history is told about by M. Bunau-

Tbe catastrophe- 
at St. Pierre took place about this 
time, to deepen the impression of vol- 
canic danger, and the Pauiuua route 
was adopted by the narrow margin of 
four vote*:.—New York Post.
